After doing this to me Gary had the audacity to ask me why I attacked hie France in Magus' 
Press Gang game. Well gary you have your answer.

He declined because the pot they used to boil the spaghetti was the one he 
used to boil mouse traps. Since they had already eaten Thad felt it was better not to 

I think I'll write them 
and tell theml 

A few weeks ago one of my cousins told me I would have to babysit for her 2 year old daughter. 
To be quite honest I was more than just a bit worried. Afterall I hadn't changed a diaper 
in 13 years.

So between Peters and Heintznian, one would 
net 2nd choice and one would get the 6th choice; both had Russia as #6 and Brazil as #2. 
Heintznian won the toss. 

found it weird that Russia appeared so low on so many preference lists, including 
those from XEVIOUS (my Dip World demo game), because it has fewer problems than many of 
the other countries. Simple mathematics produced this 'average' preference list which 
typifies the PLEIADES players: S A/U (tie for 2nd) B P C R. For XEVIOUS, it came out 
B/S/U (tie for 1st) P A/R C. USA and BRA definitely are the favorites, though there's 
some room for Aussie near the top. PAL seems to be a mixed bag, and the Asians (Rus/Chi) 
get the booby prize. In face to face games, Russia and China seemed to do well. Mike 
Barno has played several good Russias and I got a two-way draw with a very powerful China, 
though they are like Austria/Germany; they can die fast.

I don't believe in planning trips, so my recent trip to Wichita, Kansas was no 
exception. I din't know for sure if I was going until the night before. We were 
supposed to leave at 8:30 but someone partied too much the night before, so we didn't 
leave Binghamton until 11:30. The first leg of our trek was Mike Barno and myself 
driving in the Barnomobile Mark IV to Chicago. Nothing of any consequence happened 
to us except: From Binghamton to Jamestown, the car stalled quite a bit. I didn't 
keep track of the stalls, but it was nowhere near the record set from Detroit to the 
upstate NY border--59. When the car finally got going (the muffler came off), Mike 
was caught speeding by a NY state trooper. The trooper informed us that he was 
going 72 mph. (Mike's speedometer was off; he thought he was going 75). "Where's the 
inspection sticker?" , "It blew out the window" Mike replied. "Start the car", the 
trooper asked. Mike did and the trooper asks him where the muffler is. "It fell off 
in Jamestown". The nice trooper didn't give Mike a speeding ticket, but did give him 
a citation for no muffler and inspection sticker. Moral of this story: you can speed 
in NY but you have to do it quietly and with a legal car. 

Once we made it out of NY, it was clear f}j/Wi driving, the car worked good until 
we reached Chicago at 12:30 am CST. We made it to Rusnak's in 14 hours more or less. 
Eric Ozog and Jim-Bob Burgess picked us up at Russ' at 5:30 am. "We'll be in Wichita 
by noon", I thought. Wrong. It was another 14 hours of driving before we reached 
Bob's house. We were comfortable though as Eric's car ("The Toadmobile" ) has air 
conditioning and is "ride engineered". 

The scenery on the way to Kansas was excellent. Illinois is very flat and is 
covered with farms that grow corn and hay. This year has been especially hard on the 
Illinois corn crop as it has been very dry this year. In quite a few fields we saw 
corn that was stunted and burnt by the sun. The next state we crossed was Missouri. 
Missouri would be considered hilly to someone from Illinois, but if your home is NY, 
their hills are pretty wimpy. The hills aren't any higher than a two-story house. 
Like Illinois, they grow a lot of corn, but it wasn't dried out as much as in II. 
Northern Kansas looks the same as Missouri except that it was slightly flatter. 
Gently rolling hills, trees and lots of corn and wheat. Kansas is a very green state, 
not brown like in the "Wizard of Oz". As we traveled south through Kansas, trees 
became few and far between. Thirty miles north of Wichita, we took the scenic route 
through the "Flint Hills". They didn't have any flint on them, all you could see was 
green grass. The hills were bigger than those in Missouri, but they were more gently 
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sloping. Whenever the car reached the top of one of the hills, you could see the 
entire horizon, not just part of it like in NY. The view was truly impressive. 

We reached Wichita at 7:30 pm Friday. Wichita is a bogus town. In the center 
of town, you could drive for a half-mile without even going by a building. They 
have streets with no houses on them!! 75% of the city is vacant lots and streets. 
Bob 01 sen's house was on one of the few occupied streets that was adjacent to some 
non-streets and a hayfield. 

We arrived at Bob's house and introduced ourselves to the people who were there. 
Mike Mazzer introduced himself as Evans Givan, so I aplogized to him for the "Ohio" 
game. When he stopped laughing, he told me who he really was. I met Steve Langley, 
Daf Fritz, Gary Coughlan, John Michalski, Jeff & Randy Ellis, Pete Ashley, Scott 
Hanson & Frauke Peterson. All of us were starved, so we went out to Godfather's 
Pizza. It wasn't bad pizza, but not as good as Pizza Hut. 

Gary had brought about 20 squirt guns for use on Saturday night, but a water 
fight started early. It was a great battle. As usual, the south was losing badly. 
At the end, Gary didn't have a dry spot on him. Everyone else was wet as well, 
except for a few non-combatants who took refuge in a safe part of the house. I had 
the most accurate squirt gun until Gary broke it. After I lost my weapon, I withdrew 
from the fight. The battle raged for another hour until a truce was called. Bob's 
house was a disaster area. His Atari was covered with water. I still don't believe 
that it didn't short out. Walls were covered with water. The house dried off okay, 
I guess. 

The first dip game we played started Friday night and went to early Saturday 
morning. The game was voted a concession to France (Mazzer) and Russia (Barno). 
After the game, everyone went to sleep around 3 am. At 7 am, we were all rudely 
awakened by Russnak and Peters, who had left Chicago at 5 pm Friday night. We went 
for breakfast while Rusnak & Peters went for beer.
